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DEFINITIONS 


Covered  Eroplover  (by  Unemployment  Insurance  Laws) 

To  be  a  covered  employer,  an  employer  must  meet  one  or  more 
of  the  following  criteria: 

-  have  an  annual  payroll  which  exceeds  $1,000  in  a 
calendar  year 

-  acquire  all  or  a  substantial  portion  of  a  covered 
business  or 

-  be  subject  to  FUTA 

If  the  employer  is  an  agricultural  entity,  the  employer  must 
pay  total  cash  wages  of  $20,000  or  more  in  a  calendar  quarter 
or  employ  10  or  more  workers  in  20  different  weeks  in  a 
calendar  year  to  be  covered. 

A  domestic  employer  who  pays  total  cash  wages  of  $1,000  or 
more  in  a  calendar  quarter  is  a  covered  employer. 

In  addition,  if  the  agricultural  or  domestic  employer  has 

another  business  which  is  covered,   its  agricultural  or 

domestic  employees  must  also  be  reported,  regardless  of  the 
amount  of  wages  paid  or  number  of  employees. 

Covered  Employment 

Covered  employment  includes  all  services  performed  for  wages 
or  under  contract,  unless  specifically  excluded  by  law. 
Some  common  exclusions  from  covered  employment  are: 

-  individuals  in  the  employ  of  son,  daughter  or  spouse 

-  children  under  21  employed  by  parent  (or  partnership 
of  parents) 

-  real  estate,  insurance  and  securities  salespeople  paid 
solely  by  commission  and  without  guaranteed  earnings 

-  fulltime  students  working  in  a  program  taken  for 
credit 

-  inmates  working  for  a  state  correction  or  custodial 
institution 

-  elected  public  officials 

-  railroad  employees 

-  church  employees 

-  children  under  18  delivering  and  distributing 
newspapers  or  shopping  news  from  house  to  house  and 
business  establishments 

-  physically  or  mentally  impaired  individuals  working 
in  a  rehabilitation  facility 


standard  Industrial  Classification  (SIC) 

Each  business  is  assigned  a  SIC  code  that  describes  the 
business  based  upon  its  nature-of-business  in  accordance  with 
the  Standard  Industrial  Classification  Manual,  1972  and  1987 
editions. 

Employment 

Annual  average  employment  is  the  average  number  of  monthly 
workers  covered  under  the  Montana  unemployment  insurance 
laws  who  earned  wages  from  a  reporting  unit  during  the  pay 
period  that  includes  the  12th  day  of  the  month. 

Disclosure  Restrictions 

Publication  of  employment  and  wage  data  is  withheld  for  any 
industry  level  which  consists  of  fewer  than  three  reporting 
units  or  in  which  a  single  establishment  accounts  for  80 
percent  or  more  of  the  industry's  employment. 

Civilian  Labor  Force 

The  number  of  persons  16  years  and  older,  defined  as  employed 
or  unemployed,  excluding  members  of  the  armed  forces. 

Employed 

Those  persons  who  work  for  pay  or  profit  during  a  week  or,  as 
unpaid  family  workers,  work  15  hours  or  more  during  a  week. 
Also  included  as  employed  are  those  who,  although  not  working, 
had  some  job  attachment  and  were  not  looking  for  work.  This 
includes  persons  temporarily  absent  from  a  job  due  to  illness, 
bad  weather,  vacation  or  labor  dispute,  whether  or  not  they 
were  in  pay  status  during  their  time  off. 

Unemployed 

Those  persons  who,  for  an  entire  week,  did  not  work  at  all, 
but  were  able  to  work  and  available  for  work,  and  (1)  were 
looking  for  work  or  (2)  would  have  looked  for  work  except  that 
(a)  they  were  waiting  to  return  to  a  job  from  which  they  had 
been  laid  off,  or  (b)  they  were  waiting  to  report  to  a  new 
wage  and  salary  job  scheduled  to  start  within  the  following 
30  days  (and  were  not  in  school  during  the  week) . 

Unemployment  Rate 

The  number  of  unemployed  expressed  as  a  percent  of  the 
civilian  labor  force. 

Real  Wages 

Current  year  wages  which  have  been  adjusted  for  inflation  to 
a  base  year  standard  (1982  for  this  publication)  to  be  used 
for  accurate  comparison  between  years.  The  GNP  implicit 
price  deflator  was  the  index  used  for  adjustment. 
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TRENDS  OF  AVERAGE  ANNUAL  EMPLOYMENT  AND  REAL  WAGES** (1976-1988) 


MEAGHER  COUNTY 


ALL  INDUSTRIES 

In  1976,  Meagher  County  had  68  establishments  covered  by 
Unemployment  Insurance  employing  398  of  the  county's  annual  average 
employment  of  910  people.   Employment  in  the  county  has  increased 
slowly  over  the  13  year  period  of  the  review.   The  highest 
employment  levels  were  in  1979  (1064)  as  Manufacturing  increased, 
and  in  1983  (1066)  as  Agriculture,  Mining,  and  Retail  activity 
increased.   Except  for  1984,  the  county  has  maintained  average 
annual  employment  at  greater  than  1,000  in  every  year  since  1978. 
In  1988,  there  were  78  covered  establishments  employing  466  people 
in  Meagher  County.   Total  employment  in  1988  was  placed  at  1,054. 
Annual  average  real  wages  (adjusted  for  inflation  and  based  on  the 
1982  dollar  value)  were  very  stable  in  the  county,  holding  right 
at  $11,000  from  1976  through  1983.   Real  wages  began  dropping  in 
1984  and  from  1985  through  1988  have  remained  just  under  $10,000 
per  year.   Annual  average  real  wages  were  $9,789  in  1988. 


AGRICULTURE,  FORESTRY,  &  FISHING 

There  was  no  full-time  covered  employment  in  this  industry  until 

1979  but  by  1982  it  employed  46  people  in  the  county.   In  1983, 
employment  in  Agriculture,  Forestry  and  Fishing  climbed  to  52  but 
dropped  slightly  for  the  next  three  years  (1984-1986)  averaging  47 
employees.   Employment  peaked  in  1987  at  58,  all  employed  by  6 
establishments  in  Livestock  Production.   In  1988,  there  were  55 
employees  in  this  industry  (ranked  4th  among  the  12  county 
industries  in  annual  average  employment)  which  had  annual  average 
wages  of  $11,354  (ranked  7th  in  annual  average  wages).   Real  wages 

(adjusted  for  inflation)  have  remained  near  $10,000  per  year  since 

1980  and  in  1988  were  $9,328. 


MINING 

Covered  Mining  employment  began,  in  Meagher  County,  in  1981  with 
Mining  and  Quarrying  of  Nonmetals.  The  industry  employed  8  in  1983 
with  the  addition  of  Metal  Mining.  The  employment  dropped  in  1984 
and  from  1985-1988  has  averaged  only  2  employees  as  Nonmetal  Mining 
activity  ceased.  Mining  averaged  only  one  employee  in  1988  (ranked 
11th  in  annual  average  employment)  but  had  the  county's  highest 
annual  average  wages  ($52,326).  Real  wages  in  the  industry 
averaged  $16,995  per  year  from  1981-1984,  this  increased  to  $22,619 
per  year  from  1985-1987,  and  jumped  to  $42,993  per  year  in  1988. 


CONSTRUCTION 

In  Meagher  County  the  median  employment  of  the  Construction 
industry,  for  the  13  year  period  of  this  review,  was  12  employees 
per  year.   The  industry  has  remained  close  to  that  from  year  to 
year  except  in  1982-1983  when  employment  dropped  to  6  and  in  1985 
when  the  industry  had  17  employees.  In  1988,  Construction  employed 
13  in  the  county  (ranked  8th)  and  had  annual  average  wages  of 
$8,477  (ranked  10th).   Real  wages  (adjusted)  in  Construction  have 
fallen  from  a  high  of  $17,296  in  1978  to  $6,965  in  1988.   Most  of 
the  Construction  employment  in  the  county  was  in  General  Building. 


MANUFACTURING 

Manufacturing  had  103  employees  from  9  covered  establishments  in 
1976  and  expanded  to  145  employees  in  1979,  gaining  4 
establishments.   The  majority  of  the  county's  Manufacturing 
employment  is  in  the  Lumber  industry  (Logging,  Sawmills,  and 
Planing  Mills) .   From  1980  through  1985,  employment  in  the  Lumber 
industry  dropped  by  11  to  30  employees  per  year.   From  1986-1988, 
Manufacturing  averaged  25  employees  in  Meagher  County  and  by  1988 
had  fallen  to  8  establishments  with  18  employees  (ranked  7th) .   In 
1988,  annual  average  wages  (unadjusted)  in  the  industry  were 
$10,295.  Real  wages  averaged  $13,440  per  year  for  the  period  1976- 
1983,  fell  to  an  average  of  $10,049  from  1984-1987,  and  dropped  to 
$8,458  in  1988. 


TRANSPORTATION,  COMMUNICATIONS,  &  PUBLIC  UTILITIES* 

*TCPU  had  only  1  employee  in  the  county  from  1976  through  1982. 
In  1983  the  industry  employed  5  and  has  averaged  5  employees  for 
the  remainder  of  the  review  period.   In  1988,  TCPU  had  6  employees 
(ranked  10th  in  annual  average  employment)  and  averaged  annual 
wages  of  $21,954  (ranked  4th  in  annual  average  wages  among  the 
county's  12  industry  groups).   Real  wages  in  the  industry  have 
dropped  from  a  high  of  $41,591  in  1976  to  a  low  of  $16,283  ten 
years  later.   Real  wages  in  1988  were  $18,038,  down  $511  from  the 
previous  year. 


WHOLESALE  TRADE 

Wholesale  Trade,  in  Meagher  County,  had  3  establishments  and  6 
employees  in  Nondurable  Goods  at  peak  employment  in  1979  and  1980. 
From  1981  through  1986,  the  industry  maintained  2  employees.  There 
was  no  full  time  covered  employment  during  the  last  two  year  of  the 
review  period,  ranking  the  industry  12th  in  employment  and  wages. 
Real  wages  in  Wholesale  averaged  $8,944  through  1980  and  increased 
to  $14,482  per  year  from  1981-1985.  During  the  last  year  of 
activity  real  wages  increased  to  $21,014  but  this  may  have  included 
severance  pay  and  salaries. 


RETAIL  TRADE 

Over  the  period  of  the  review,  Retail  Trade  employment  increased 
from  69  employees  to  83  employees  (in  1988,  ranked  3rd).   The 
industry  employed  90  on  average  in  1985,  its  highest  employment 
level  of  the  review  period.   In  comparing  the  industry  in  197  6  and 
1988,  the  majority  of  the  employment  increases  were  in  Restaraunts 
and  Taverns.   The  annual  average  wage  in  1988  was  $6,646,  which 
ranked  11th  and  in  this  case  the  lowest  of  the  county's  industries. 
Real  wages  in  Meagher's  Retail  industry  held  to  an  annual  average 
of  $6,000  through  1985,  averaging  the  $5,565  from  1980  and  the 
$6,344  from  1983.   From  1986  through  1988  real  wages  have  averaged 
$5,649  and  in  1988  were  at  a  low  of  $5,461. 


FINANCE,  INSURANCE  &  REAL  ESTATE* 

Average  annual  employment  in  this  industry  increased  from  14  in 
1976  to  20  in  1979  and  remained  at  20  employees  through  1983.  From 
1984  through  1987  *FIRE  slowly  increased  to  25  employees  and 
remained  at  that  employment  level  in  1988  (ranked  5th  in  county 
employment) .  Annual  average  wages  in  the  industry  ranked  6th  among 
the  county's  industries  at  $13,593  (real  wages  of  $11,170).   Real 
wages  in  FIRE  were  highest  in  1982  ($15,062)  and  the  industry 
maintained  a  median  real  wage  of  $14,221  from  1978-1986.   In  1987 
and  1988  real  wages  dropped  to  the  $11,100  level. 


SERVICES 

Employment  in  Meagher  County's  Service  industry  increased  from  46 
employees  in  1976  to  83  employees  in  1982.  During  this  period  the 
industry  increased  to  18  establishments  (a  net  gain  of  six) .  By 
1984  the  industry  had  lost  3  establishments  and  employment  had 
fallen  to  68.  Health  Services,  Lodging,  and  Amusement  &  Recreation 
Services  increased  employment  in  1985  and  the  industry  registered 
116  employees.  Gaining  one  establishment,  the  industry  employment 
peaked  in  1986  with  126  employees.  Health  Services  and  Amusement 
&  Recreation  Services  employed  fewer  in  1987,  but  regained 
employment  in  1988.  In  1988,  annual  average  industry  employment 
in  the  county  was  118  (ranked  1st)  and  annual  average  wages  were 
$11,121  (ranked  8th).  Real  wages  have  slowly  increased  throughout 
the  review  period,  from  $6,804  in  1976  to  $9,138  in  1988.  In  1979 
and  1984,  Health  Services  and  Auto  Repair  Service  wages  increased 
annual  average  real  wages  above  normal  for  the  industry. 


GOVERNMENT 

Combined  government  employment  (Federal,  State,  Local)  in  the 

county  averaged  143  employees  from  1985-1988.   The  median 

employment  level  in  government  for  this  review  period  was  142. 

In  1988;  Local  Government  employed  107  (ranked  2nd)  and  had  annual 

average  wages  of  $13,711,  State  Government  averaged  12  employees 

(ranked  9th)  and  annual  wages  of  $22,234  (ranked  2nd),  and  the 

Federal  Government  averaged  23  employees  (ranked  6th)  and  annual 

wages  of  $22,168  (ranked  3rd). 
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UNEMPLOYMENT  AND  THE  LABOR  FORCE 

The  unemployment  rate  in  Meagher  County  averaged  about  0.5%  below 
the  statewide  unemployment  rate  from  1976  through  1981.  In  1982 
the  county  rate  exceeded  the  Montana  average  and  in  1984  had 
climbed  to  13.0%  (5.0%  above  the  state).  Manufacturing  (lumber 
production) ,  and  Services  contributed  to  the  escalating  rate.  The 
county  recovered  in  1985,  aided  by  increasing  employment  in  Retail, 
Construction,  and  Services.  From  1986-1988  the  county  unemployment 
rate  was  near  the  statewide  average. 

NEW  BUSINESSES 
Covered  by  Unemployment  Insurance 

The  county  has  had  22  new  business  starts  during  the  last  three 
years  of  the  review  period.  Half  of  these  were  in  1986,  activity 
dropped  in  1987,  and  there  were  8  new  business  starts  in  1988.  Of 
the  22  new  businesses:  8  were  in  the  Services  industry;  4  were  in 
Agriculture,  Forestry,  &  Fishing;  and  3  were  in  Manufacturing. 
The  business  starts  were  scattered  across  the  year,  August  was  the 
most  popular  month,  January  and  May  were  idle. 

POPULATION 

From  the  decennial  censuses  (1930-1980)  the  median  population  of 

Meagher  County  has  been  2,247  residents  (includes  peak  population 

of  2,616  in  1960),  but  for  the  most  part,  the  average  county 

population  has  been  under  2,2  00.   Estimations  of  the  county 

population,  have  it  declining  to  2,000  residents  in  1988.
